Caviar, Mr. M. H. Tichenor’s recent $5,000 
purchase, romped home many lengths in front 
oflhis field in yesterday’s feature event at Worth. 

It rained the entire afternoon and as a conse- 
quence the track was ankle deep in sloppy mad. 
These unpleasant factors however did not hurt 
the attendance to any extent and empty seats 
in the grand stand were few and far between 
daring the running of rases. 

Caviar, who always was particularly fond of 
the mnd, seemed to be in a soft spot and when 
even money and 4 to 5 was offered against him 
the betting people thought there was some- 
thing wrong, as the horse appeared on paper 



to be a natnral 1 to 2 chance. The ring often 
gets out of line, however, and on this particular 
occasion it was fairly burned up for its care- 
lessness. Rumor has it that Mr. Lansing, who 
sold Caviar to Mr. Tichenor for the high price 
of $5,00U, bet that entire amount on the colt 
averaging 4 to 5 for his money. Coburn was up 
on Caviar and all he had to do was to sit still 
and hold the colt’s Lead np. This he did care- 
fully and Caviar made snch useful horses as 
Ohnet and Boney Boy look like clieap selling 
platers. 

The racing, as is generally the rale when the 
track is muddy, was quite tame, bat out of the 
last race came a rattling finish between Shat 
Up, Woodstick and Impromptu, the trio finish- 
ing in the order named heads apart. 

In the twc-year-old race Minerva showed 
qnite a bit of speed and endurance. She was 
badly hampered at the head of the stretch, 
being compelled to pull np almost to a walk 
and ran aronnd two horses. She stood this 
interference like a good one and then beat such 
fast ones as Haydon and Yana rather easily. 

Mr. Lansing yesterday refused an offer of 
$8,000 for bis Ben Strome— Acra two-year-old 
Brannigan. M. H. Tichenor, throngh an agent, 
is supposed to have made the oiler.

Bookmaker Fay is a recent arrival and in the 
near future will have bis string of horses 
stabled at Harlem. 

Miller & Finch have bought Johanna D. from 
G. B. Watkins. Terms private. 

ISAULYHOO BEY IlETIKED. 

A dispatch of yesterday from Lexington, Ky., 
says: “Ballyhoo Bey, W. C. Whitney’s great 
colt, which has become windbroken, has arrived 
here and has been sent to Hamburg Place, the 
farm of John £. Madden, where he will make 
the season next year as a stallion. 

“It is not known whether or not the colt be- 
longs to Madden bat report lias it here that Mr. 
Whitney, after finding that the colt would 
stand training no longer, made Madden a pres- 
ent of him.” 

This intelligence removes the winner of last 
year’s Futurity from the list of American Derby 
possibilities. It is mnch to be regretted that 
Mr. Whitney’s star failed to recover from the 
effects of bis attack of pnenmonia. But few 
have deemed his case honefnl of late and his 
retirement will surprise few of those wed 
versed in the affairs of the turf.
